have been criminal in my position a* 
the representative of the people of 
the United States if I had failed to 
take that action.” 
Colonel Roosevelt admitted, how­ 
ever, that at th e time of the merger 
he had no information as to the im­ 
mense coal and Iron holdings of the 
Tennessee company, which wras then 
turned over to the Steel trust, ac­ 
cording to the evidence before the 
committee and which gave it a prac­ 
tical monopoly of the iron and steel 
business. 
“If you had known of these hold­ 
ings would you have permitted the 
merger?” demanded Stanley. 
Discusses Trust Problem 
W ith a smile Colonel Roosevelt 
evaded the question, declaring th at 
the query was clearly hypothetical 
and embraced facts of which he had 
no knowledge. He was led into a dis­ 
cussion of the trust problem in the 
abstract and agreed with Chairman 
Stanley in his anti-trust attitude. In 
a lengthy speech Stanley asked the 
colonel’s opinion of trust busting. 
“You will never achieve your pur­ 
pose by splitting up the big corpora­ 
tions into their component parts and 
expecting them to compete,” declar­ 
ed the colonel. “I am in favor of 
our national government taking the 
position of Germany and by action

CAUSE OF DECENCY 
Rev. William Burgess 
What Theodore 
Roosevelt, in an 
Outlook editorial calls, ‘ The Cause 
of Decency,” is awakening profound 
and widespread interest. 
The subject which, less than a de­ 
cade ago, was shut out of current 
literature and was absolutely taboo­ 
ed in general society, is fast becom­ 
ing one of the most pressing and 
imperative of social problems. 
The 
report of the vice commission of 
Minneapolis is the latest contribution 
on the subject and from the stand­ 
point of a city of its size it is of 
ireat public value. 
The commission consists of fifteen 
citizens who were appointed by the 
mayor. They set out to inquire into 
all the conditions relating to vice in 
their 


Much the same m a y be said of the 
policy of sex education. 
We have 
been so long accustomed to secrecy, 
evasion and false fable on the 
sex 
question that we do not know how­ 
to talk on it without a shock of our 
own sense of social decency and it is 
a surprise to us to be told that the 
time has come when our youth must 
learn the truth on the subject. 
We have forgotten that our youth 
are no longer guarded with home 
ties until years of young manhood. 
Domestic life of the old pattern is no 
more. 
There may be found occa­ 
sional homes in New England, or in 
Scotland, such as Burns pictured in 
“Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
but the

minor quality as a training school 
for boys and girls. 
Girls, as well

“ Let young men lead clean lives, 
such as they believe their mothers 
and sisters lead, such as they will 
demand of the girls they are to mar­ 
ry. 
“This is their only absolute safe­ 
ty.”

Awed by 5,000 men and boys who 
burned General Manager Harrigan 
of the Street Car company, in effi­ 
gy because 
ho refused to arbitrate 
with his 500 men, who struck at 
1:15 this morning, the 300 strike 
breakers under 
Christiansen made 
no effort to run cars up to 8 o’clock 
today and there are rumors that 
Harrigan will make terms with the 
union. 
Thousands of people cheered the 
union men as they brought in their 
cars for the last trip. 
When the 
crowds charged the different hotels 
where strike breakers were quarter­ 
ed, thronged the lobbies and 
fought 
the police who 
tried to disperse 
them. After hanging Harrigan in ef­ 
figy near the street 
car 
waiting 
room and then burning .the effigy, 
toe m o b charged the Kirkwood hotel 
after Christiansen, but failed to find 
him. During the rioting, half a doz­ 
en street cars were stoned, and Tom 
Denholm, a detective and Patrolman 
M. McCarthy 
were hit by 
flying 
rocks. 
Just before the strike began, R ev. 
Father Mulvihill held a last confer­ 
ence with Harrigan, who offered to 
arbitrate the question w-hich he has 
heretofore refused 
provided 
Ben
